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PRINCE EPWARD ISLAND. 


it ks # Great Farming Country—There 
Are Still Indians Living on the 
taland., 


Our island province, thovgh generally 
very litth: known, is one of the most pecul- 
iar and interesting parts of the Dominion. 

Prince Edward Island ligs in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, separated from Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick by Northumberland 
Strait. It is the smallest of the Canadian 
provinces, with an area of 2,173 square 
miles, and is in shape an irregular crescent, 
105 miles in length. 

The shore is indented by numerous har- 
hors, those on opposite coasts twice ap- 
proaching so close to one another that only 
narrow isthmuses connect the three penin- 
sulas that form the island. Many of the 
bays terminate in tidal rivers that run far 
into the interior, The coasts are bold, in 
most places high cliffs of red sandstone ris- 
ing up from the sea between twenty and 
one hundred feet. Part of the eastern 
shore, however, is low, and bordered by 
long, curving lines of sand dunes, in places 
broken through by winding channels lead- 
ing beck to shallow, saady hey The island 
is generally flat, and nowhere too rough for 
cultivation. The vegetation is very green 
and luxuriant, thick turf growing in every 
vacant place. 

Nearly all the trees native in the North-

BRITISH ARMY TO USE CORDITE. 
it is Wore Powerful Than Biack Powder 
and is Smokeless. 

The smokeless powder which has been 
adopted by the British Government for use 
with the New English army rifle is known 
as cordite. Cordite derives ite name from 
its structure, he pees being made up in 
strings or cords of varying thickness, from 
about chree-hundredths o: an inch to half 
an inch in diameter, The thick cordite is 
cut in lengths of fourteen inches. ‘The cor- 
dite used in field guns is cut in atrips meas- 
uring eleven inches in length. The saall- 
arm ammunition is made a sixtystrands 
to a load. According to Col. F. W. Burke, of 
the British artillery, the new cordite is acom- 
bination of nitro-cellulose and nitro-glycer- 
ine. The combination is 37 per cent. gun-cot- 
tou, 5Spercent.nitro-glycerine, and Spercent, 
vaseline, to which 1s added « proportion of 
acetone distilled from wood. The mixture 
take: on a stringy form. In a magazine 
rifle a charge of seventy grains of blach 
gunpowder gives a velocity of 1,530 feet a 
second, while thirty grains of cordite give 
the same bullet a velocity of 2,000 feet. To 
obtain « velocity of 1,710 feet a second in a 
field gun requires a black-powder charge of 
four pounds. The same velocity is obtain- 
able from one pound and a half-ounce of 
cordite, Cordite, it ie stated, haa success- 
fully withstood a!l climate tests imposed at 
the powder works at Waltham, Eng'and, 
Coruite samples Lave been exposed in an

SAVED FROM THE VICTORIA, 
Surgeon Meon Writes to His Brother tn 
Teorente—No Panic—Prisoners and tn, 
valida Saved, 

Mr. Robert Moon, Toronto, has received 

a letter from his brother, Dr. J. Agnew 
Moon, who was a surgeon on the ill-fated 
Victoria. The letter is dated from H. M.S, 
Edinburgh, off Tripoli, and among other 
things it states: ‘‘ The occurrence happen- 
ed about 3.40 p.m. I was in the ward room 
and went on deck, but did not imagine for 
& moment that the ship would sink. Then 
I came down again, went to the sick berth 
and cleared it, gotting all the sick oa the 
upper deck, and even a man whose ankle 
had been completely crushed was brought 
on deck, and also two sick officers. To show 
you that there was no panic of any kind the 
two prisoners in the cells down below were 
got out and both saved. Six of the invelid- 
ed in the sick berth were also saved. That 
being finished, I went to the stern part of 
the ship about fifteen seconds before she 
sank, and then saw there was po hope. She 
turned completely over, and whereas most 
of the men went over the side which was 
highest out of the water, I meditated, as 
the screw was out of the water and still go- 
ing round on that side, and thought it better 
not to. I had to make up my mind quickly, 
as the ship heeled over, and I slid down the 
deck into the water on the side which went 
into the water first. I was not long under 
water, and on coming to the surface I swam 
as hard as I could away, and saw the ship 
turned upside down, with her bow going 
down, her stern out of water, and both 
screwsvin the air, I then got a wreckage, 
held on to it, and saw an upturned boat 
near, but there were so many people hold- 
ing to it, and so many swimming for her 
that I thought it best to keep out of the 
way. Now, however, the worst began, as 
evidently the ships egreat extent, blew 
up, and the wreckage was popping up every 
piace, and one might easily have been dis- 
abled by it. I got into the whirlpool of 
water cavsed by the wa going down, and 
my wreckage was whirled ont my hand. 
However I wascomparatively strong, and got 
hold of a plank, and soon after a boat from 
the Nile took me on board, where I -helped 
to do a certain amount of medical work in 
restoring the apparently drowned. There 
is a good proportion of officers saved, and 
this is due mainly, I think, to their leaving 


better. Whose the fault is or to whom the 
blame, if any, is to be attached, will come 
out in the court-martial On that point I 
am silent.”

areexpertfishermen. Sharks’ fin being an 
article of export, the shark is eagerly sought 
for. He is often caught without a hook. 
A piece of bait is put on the end of a line 
passed through « noose in a larger line and 
‘towed from a canoe: Aathe shark is seen 
to follow the bait, it is gradually hauled 
up till his head and shoulders are past the 
noose. The latter is then quickly tighten- 
ed. Another plan recorded by Captain 
Cyprian Bridge, who visited the islands in 
1884, is more remarkable. The sharks are 
supposed to sleep in rather shallow water 
under projecting pieces of coral with their 
heade just protruding. When a Gilbert 
islander sees one in this position he dives 
down with a small stick in his band, and 
gives the fish a tap on the nose, repeating 
it until the shark for comfort’s sake changes 
his position and leaves his tail where his 
head had been.

| has become almost desperate as be medi- 
tates on the — winter. The locust of 
Egypt, the opper of Dakota, the 
_horse-tick of Texas, and the bedbag gf ali 
America have been famed in story, They 
are .scourges, but none of them have 
| brought more terror or destruction in their 
train than the cricket of to-day in Idaho. 
These peatiferous little ineeste, whose 
chirping on the hearthatons is such an omen 
of good, first made their appearance about 
| the middle of May ia the Wood River coun- 
try in the vicinity of Soldier on the Camas 
Prairie. They soon made their way to 
Harley, Bellevue, and Ketchum, and now 
| have spread over the Counties of Alturas, 
Logan, Washington, Lemhi, Elmore, Fre- 
mont, Custer, and Oneida, and are now 
marching into Ada. So far the grasshoppers 
have confined their operationa to Alturas, 
| Lehmi, Fremont and Custer Counties, They 
| devour all growing grains and range grasses 
that fall under their line of march. 

Phe crickets, heading from Camas Prairie, 
have marched in three directions, First, 
| they made due south, laying waste the green 
. fields in the vicinity of Shoshone, Bliss, and 
| Mountain Home, and then on down the 
| valley cf the maguificent Old Seake. They _ 
more in a direct course and do not deviate 
from their line of march except where their 
er is checked by a running stream. 

hen they roll im and float until they strike 
the opposite shore, from which point they 
proceed on their march, holding true to the 
original direction, 

e second wing of this army of devasta- 
tion headed to the northeast, penetrating 
| inte the Lost River country, ana. on to the 
| fertile valleys of Fremont County. The 
| third wing struck out in a northeasterly 
i direstion, across Lemhi County to Ada. 

The chief atady of the Idaho farmer is now 
how to turn back this devouring tide that 
swallows up crops and fruits as it passes and 
devours every sprig of green in its way. 
| Many schemes have been tried, but none 
j have yet «-complished the desired end. 
i Along Soldier Creek and Willow Creek 
_ the crickets have cleaned out every field of 
| growing grain. On the Malad they are 
eating up the growing grass. In Washing- 
ton County they are satiering crops from 
Mann and Monroe Creeks to Hornet and 
Council. On Lost Creek it ia the grasshop- 
| pers that are doing the principal damage, 
and they are devastating all kind of vegeta- 
| tion, eating with awful voracity grains and 
; grasses everywhere. At Rexburg, Fort 
mhi, and Bellevue both grasshoppers and 
crickets are hard at work making aa néught 
the toil of the ranchers. 

Many plans have been tried to check the 
marches of these little pests, but with very 
indifferent success, Near Corral and Camas 
the people are destroying them with heavy 
rollers and brash harrows, and where the 

| ground is tolerably level the rollers work to 
a charm, and the crickets are cleared 7 
the thousands. At night the crickets clim 
the sage-brash until h in clusters. 
like swarms of bees. In the vicinity of Relle- 
vue the people have been going outat night 
and setting fire to the sage-brush which 

/ sometimes frightens the insects so that they 
take the back track. Then the people 
breathe easier until the next swarm etrikes 
their ranches in-their onward march, 

Just now the cricketa are invading the 
Boise Valley in swarms. Millions have al- 
ready crossed the river, millions have been 
drowned in the attempt, and millions are 
still waiting to cross. Gardens and fields 
of grain are falling before them and young 
orchards are being stripped of their foli ; 
The Riddenbangh Canal is fairly alive with 

crickets and the surface of the water pre- 
sents a most repulsive tacle—a con- 

fused mass of black, wiggling bugs. Sev-- 

eral attempts to destroy them have been 

made by sending streams of burning oil 

‘down the canal. Millions were roasted, 
but there is no perceptible diminution in 
their numbers, 

The situation is a serious one. Wide- 
spread destruction of crops has already ‘ 
—— place and the insects are spreading

A Weat Kootenay Mine Floated for a 
Million and a Half.

There seems to be authority for stating 
that the big mining deal which hae been on 
the tapis for over a year has at last been 
consummated.

The 
remaining £100,000 is to be sabscribed in 
cash, and of this £70,000 had been eubseribed 
when the Victoria Colonia’s informant left 
London, The original owners are to receive 
back from this the amount so far expénded, 
the balance being utilized in the develop- 
ment of the property.”

» amen A A RRR, 
The Vanishing Weed Pigeon. 


Very remarkable has been the history of 
the native wild-pigeon, a bird entirely pe- 
euliar to North America, from the Gulf of 
Mexico to Hudson Bay. Ita history ie not 
only very interesting, bat quite wonderful 
in some of ite details. The bird itself, taken 
singly, as we rustics know, is elegant in 
form and very pleasing in iva s#late-colored 
plumage, tinged with a pale shading of red 
on the breast. It is very gentle and peace- 
able, entirely harmless, and even timid by 
nature. Who would have thought nit 

ible that gentle birds like these should 
hive swept over the interior of the contin- 
ent within a century in flocks so vast aa to 
obscure the sun at noon as though the coun- | 
try lay under an eclipse, while the ceaseless , 
rapid motion of millons of wing produced a , 
loud roar like an approaching tornado? 
Accurate and experienced men of science— 
Wilson and Audubon—tells us of vast flocks 
covering 180 square miles of country in 
Kentucky as recently as 1813. They tell 
us of vast breeding places in Western for- 
ests many miles in extent, where ninet 
nests were counted in one tree. They tell 
us of rooating-grounds forty miles in length, 
with a breath of several miles, the uproar 
from this roosting-ground being heard at a 
distance of three miles. They tell ua of 
one column of these birds in flight covering 
240 miles of country in length ! 

Grand indeed must have n the move- 
ment over the continent of that vast living 
winged cloud # great marvel of nature, 
Nothing to equal it has been known elee- 
where on eart 

The old pines on the hill-tops about the 
Otsego water some forty years since must 
have been frequently overshadowed by | 
flocks of the wild-pigeon, much less won- 
derful than those farther weat, but still re- 
markable in their numbers. 

On the early morning of June 8, 1847, the 
lake and the village lay shrouded in a sum- 
mer mist. A large flock of wild-pigeons, 
became bewildered in the fog, and lost 
their way—an unusual incident in. their 
history. Instinct failed to guide them. 
Their naturallly keen sight could not pierce 
the mist. They dro on the nearest 
trees, in the heart of the village, on our 
own lawn, in the church-yard, in the gar- 
dens, and on the elms and maples shading 
the streets, With the first rays of the sun 
appearing above Mount Vision the mist 
rose, the birds took flight. 

In the darly spring of 1849 a large flock 
of pigeons, supposed to, number several 
thousands, selected for their breeding- 

round a wood in the valley of the Susque- 
1anna some miles to the southward of the 
lake. The details were similiar to those 
reported of the vast breeding-places at the 
West--nests carelessly built of twigs, a 
number in close neighborhood in the same 
trees ; alow murmur of wings. But the 
ground occupied was a narrow one, 

Since those years no large flocks of wild- 

igeons have passed over Lake Otsego. A 
ew only have been seen where formerly 
they were numbered by the hundred. To- 
day you inquire if any wild-pigeons have 
been recently found in these woods, ‘None 
that we have seen or heard of lately,” shall 
be the answer to your inquiry. What 
change within forty years! Alas for the 
vanished wild pigeon !~[From ‘* A Lament 
for the Birds,” by Susan Fenimore Cooper, 
in Harper's Magazine for Auguat.

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NAWAB, AGED SEVENTEEN, 


A Oultared Eastern Prince in Canada 
Has an Anointed Cook: teod Education 


and « Beales With « Sixty-Four Mile 
Area. 


His Highness the Newab of Rampur and 
his suite have been travelling through 


the guidance of ‘ Capt. 8. Colvin, the 
British Resident at Rampur, and is accom. 
panied by an anointed cook and four other 
attendants, He is on a tour around the 
world. From India the Prince and his 
saite went diréctly to China and Japan, 
crcased the Pacific, and, after a sojourn of 
two weeks in San Francisco, Southern 
California and Yellowstone Park, started 
for the Fair. 

The Nawab is only seventeen years old. 
His complexion is that of amulatto. He is 
five feet five inches tall, and quite slender. 
He dresses in the conventional English 
style, and one of hia favorite costumes con- 
sists of blue ‘neglige ’ shirt, brown check- 
ed trousera, and a short black coat, tan 
shoes and tarban, 

His features are notiregular, He has a 
Roman nose, which shows some character, 
but is contradicted by a receding chin. His 
lips indicate firmness, and, together with 
hiskind eyes and a high forehead, which 
lends impreasivences to his features, makes 
up @ face that, if not attractive is interest- 
ing.. He parts his hair, which is short and 
black as coal, on the left side. 

The young Nawab’s realm has an area of 
64 square miles.

It fell to the lot of this country to 
protest against acts of usurpation and 
aggression committed by the authoriz J 
agents of a great nation ; to contend for 
the freedom of the seas ; to assert the 
right of sealers to pursue their ayocation 
unmolested on the high seas ; to insist 
that the United States had no property 
in the seal herds which were the pos: 
session of all mankind except when 
found in United States waters; to up- 
hold the freedom and common property 
of Behring Sea as partof the Pacific 
Ocean. 

In @ word, Canada strove for princi- 
plea that are of international moment 
and concern; for rights that it is the 
interest of all nations to uphold; and 
Canada has won. Though conducted 
through the British channels of diplom- 
acy, and owing not a little to the mar- 
vellous skill and ability of one of the 
greatest diplomatists of the century, 
Lord Salisbury, the entire controversy 
in form, inspiration and practical bear- 
ing is essentially Canadian.

#ay on the rumor that England has decided 


to atill further strengthen the fortifications 
and the garrison at Esyuimalt, B.C. :—** San 
Francisco newspapers have a story that a 
battalion of the Royal Rifle Brigade is under 
orders to be ready to leave England for 
station duty at Victoria; that two battalions 
of the Royal Marine Artille 
for duty at the same point{ and that the 
cruiser Royal Arthur is aiteady at Eaquie 
malt, and the Minotaur ordered thither. 
Hence the conjecture, it appears, has been 
thrown out that England may expect an 
unfavorable decision from the ie tribune 
al, and is preparing to maintain by force 
what she considers her rights in ring 
Sea. The facta thas spoken of are interest- 
ing and suggestive, but the inference goes 
far astray. The obligation to abide by the 
decision of the arbiters in the sealing contro. 
Vversy is so well defined and imperative that 
neither party tu the dispate would think of 
repudiating it, It may be conjectured that 
the future of Hawaii or some other problem 
of the Pacific leads to this atrengthening of 
the military and naval forces at Esquimalt; 
but the Behring sea question ia marked for 
a different solution. Indeed, there ia noth- 
ing whatever to indicate that England ex- 
pects a decision of that question unfavor- 
able to her interests. But a still more de- 
cisive fact is that the policy now carried 
out at Eequimalt was determined on before 
the hearings at the Paris tribunal began. 
The Reyal Arthur was ordered to the 
Pacific months ago, and it was said at that 
time that the Temeraire, a powerful iron- 
clad, exceeding in displacement the New 
York, had also been ordered to Eaquimalt, 
80 that the naval provision now made there 
does not exceed what was contemplated 
lon . As tothe ison, a controversy 
has bare atieted bereten the imperial Gov- 
ernment and the Dominion as to which should 
undertake the cost of erecting and main- 
taining the defences there. An ment 
has lately been reached on that subject, so 
that it is not strange to find arrangements 
now made for giving a proper garrison to that 
important post, "Get, when freed fromm 
mistaken surmises, the British movements 
in that region are atill significant. The 
foundation of an important naval station at 
Esquimalt, with the preparations for erect- 
ing powerful fortifications and maintaining 
& atron a there, indicates that 
Ragland fully appreciates the growing im- 
portence of the Pacific. Asin Halifax ahe 
possesses a base of operations at the eastern 
end of her Canadian possessions, so at 
Esquimalt she will have a similiar base at 
the western end. By way of the Canadian 
Pacific she now has an American military 
route to Asia, and must protect its terminus 
on this continent. The enormous value of 
the Pacific in. the twentieth century asa 
commercial highway, when an interozeanic 
canal route shall have been opened, is also 
appreciated by her; and the prospect of 
seeing Hawai: pass into the possession of the 
United States may increase her readiness to 
strengthen the - ser ot British Col- 
umbia.”

Travel to Chicago. 


The tide of travel tending towards Chi- 
cago has not been nearly so large as was 
anticipated by the promoters of that enter- 
prise. Possibly the puffing in the news- 
papers was over-done, and people have read 
so much about the Fair that they have be- 
come satiated. Railway Companies have 
stood out most stubbornly against a radical 
reduction of fares, arguing that transporta- 
tion is but one item, and a minor item, ina 
calculation which every visitor must make 
before determining to go to Chicago. There 
is some truth in thia, yet a little reflection 
will show that people always think first 
about the cost of transportation, and upon 
that figure rests the whole calculation. If

Chicago and return.” The railway people 
know this as well as any one, but they 
think the crowd has made up its inind to 
go to Chicago any way, and they might as 
well have the first pick of their pockets, 
The railway folks are getting sense, how- 
ever, and within the last week have reduced 
the return rate to the price of single fare. 
This is equivalent to three cents per mile 
one way and as some of the most successful 
railroads in the United States onl charge 
two cents per mile for ordinary traffiz, there 
is plenty of money as well as business for 
the railways at the reduced figure.

The attenion now paid to the subject of 
feminine physical cultivation and develop- 
meet is so great and extensive that it may 
reasonably be described asa feature pecu- 
liar to the thought, ambition, and education 
of the times, in this country, at least. For 
two or three years past, physical culture, as 
it is ealled, has been one of the prominent 
these of discussion by women lecturers at 
Chautauqua and other summer schools 
modelled after it, though their original pur- 
pose Waa a and intellectual training 
merely. A distinct profession devoted to thus 
specialty has grown up, anditis parsued 
by feminine enthusiasts, who are in de- 
mand at these schools in all parte of the 
Union as a powerful attraction for wo 
men attendants. They treat the subject 
with all delicacy ; but the particular ex- 
planations requisite to make their teachin 
of practical service; involve a degree o 
frankness in the discussion of physiological 
details that would not have been tolerated 
by such a society a few years ago, More- 
over, they give a prominence tothe mertal

adopt as their models the sculptured types 
of feminine symmetry.

It has 
accompanied the simultaneous passion for

The commerial relations between the 
United States and the Canadian Dowinion 
are too close and extensive te permit the 
latter country to remain entirely unaffected 
by the distarbed conditions here of finance 
and industry. Yet it is noteworthy to 
observe that, on the whole, basrness ite 
are moving on smoothly in Canada. There 
is no crisis there, Trade ia a little dull, but 
in general the industries and trade of the 
country are in about as satiafac & con: 
dition as usual, The namber 2 boule 
failures is rather less than during the cor- 
ong. ported last year. 

Vhy should there be such « difference in 
the situation of the two countries? The 
productions and” industries of the states 
along our northern border and those of the 
provinces of Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba 
are much the same. A year there was 
far more prosperity on this side of the line 
than onthe other. There may be more 
real prosperity to-day on thia side of the 
line ‘than on the other, but there has been a 
great change in the situation here since one 
year ago. Business failures are occurring 
in all directions, industries closing, banks

No such change haa occurred on the 
Canada side of the line. There matters 
are going on about as usual. There is no 
complaint “of a scarcity of money, and no 
exceptional disturbance in the financial or 
industrial situation, The only explanation 
of the stability of Canadian trade and 
industry as compared with ours seema to 
be that Canada has neither forced upon its 
yey & vast mass of currency based on a 

ctitious valuation nor proposed a radical 
change in its tariff policy. Canada adheres 
to the gold vendard ; it does not buy silver 
bullion and issue currency on it 
without reterence to the demands of busi- 
ness,

Ever since the financial troubles in this 
country became serious, there has been o 
striking contrast between the United States 
and Canada in such matters aa business 
failures and the state of the money market, 
The frontier has marked a radical division, 
which cannot be explained on an 
grounds then the difference in 
laws relating to money and commerce. 
Canada has no advantage in crops or the 
state of any great industries, ere has 
always been more capital on this side of the 
border, in. proportion to population, and 
credit and banking facilities have been 
better as a rule. Business failares are 
usually much less numerous in this country, 
relatively as well as absolutely, and in all 
respects the comparisun between the Do- 
minion and United States has been to the 
isadvantage of the latter. 

Canaja, however, has gone almost un- 
scathed through the trials of the last four 
months. Business failures have not beeg 
remarkably frequent nor disastrous, por has 
there been any such panic in the mone 
market as this country has ex os § 
The Canadians have felt hardly a touch of 
the nervous prostration, so vo speak, which 
has been so general in the business world in 
the United States, The reason for this 
difference can be sought only in causes 
which may be removed by legislation, 
Canada has not been buying great quantities 
of silver bullion to be atored in treasury 
vaults asa basis for dubious paper money. 
This is the principal advan which the 
Dominion has enjoyed, and it is not strange, 
therefore, that the compulsory bullion par- 
chase clause of the Silver act of 1 is 
held reaponsible by bankers and financiers 
generally for the greater part of the busi- 
ness troubles of the last tew months.

WHAT I8 AURORA? 


What, then, is the glorious aurora, and 
what courses lie bshind this, one of the 
most singular and startling manifestations 
of that grand sympathy that | prevails 
throrgheut all of the material universe ? 

This is no easy question and is not to be 

janswered out of hand. The physicists of 
| astronomy have some theories on this head, 
but their theories, like almoat all astronom- 
ical theories, are more or less vague. It 
jmay be stated flat at the beginning 
| that no astronomer can say positively just 
| to what cause the aurora is due or by what 
| laws its appearance and its movements, its 
comings and its goings are regulated. And 
; yet astronomical theory has gone far enough 
in this fleld to be able to predict, in a rough 
~ the appearance of the aurora. 

n higher latitudes—that is to say, in 
latitude: near the North Pole, as within 
the arctic circle—auroras are visible at al- 
most any time. When, therefore, they in- 
crease in splendor and extent and become 
visible in much lower latitudes (in one par- 
ticular instance, to be detailed later, 
auroras wore seen within a few degrees of 
the equator on both sides), it is reasonable 
to work on the theory that the cause, 
whatever it is, is intensely more active than 
ander normal conditions. 

It is further reasonable to believe that 
this intensity of action prevails at the 
present time, and prevailed in «a less in- 
tense degree last year: for the northern 
lights were visible from stations in this 
vicinity then, 

While it can not be said that astronomy 
has laid its hands on the absolute and ulti- 
mate cause of the aurora, it ¢an-be said 
with much probability of truth that the 
relative and proximate cause is fairly well 
conceived. This cause is traced with almost 
perfect certainity to the sun and to disturb- 
ances on its surface. It may be acvepted as 
a general law that when two strikingly 
peculiar facts occur invariably together or 
at the same time and are never seen singly, 
and, furthermore, when they bear certain 
constant relations to each other, no matter 
how much change there may be in the facts 
themselves, there must be some definite 
— and interdependence between 
them, 


Now, this general law has a special a 
plication to the aun and it: surface diatarb. 
ances and the auroras in the heavens of the 
north. To elaborate the general law in the 
case of the sun and the auroras: If through 
many years of observation it has been de- 
monstrated beyond controversy that the 
sun Was subject to periodical changes, let 
us say in the way of spot storms ; if, as the 
spota were observed to increase in number, 
size and intensity of movement the auroras 
in the north were observed to increase in 
number, extent and activity ; and if as the 
spot:storms and other surface disturbances 
on the sun's face were observed to decrease

4ait happens all the foregoing is the 
simple truth. Long years ago it was proved 
that the sun spots have a period of eleven 
and one-third yeara in which they vary be- 
tween the maximum and minimum. And 
the auroras are observed to vary synchroa- 
ously and be cotermious with the solar 
disturbances. This variation is also carried 
to the magnetic needle, so that it is clearly 
evident that the sun spots, whatever they 
are, and the auroras, whatever they are, 
are inextricably mixed up with terres. 


netic pole of the earth is near the north 
pole, Sat by no means in the same place, 
and that ia why the aurora appears in the 
north. 

The sun spot period of eleven and one- 
third years (or nearly) was discovered by 
Schwabe. This year, 1893, the spot storms 
on the sun are at their maximum and are do- 
ing their worst. It is certain, therefore, that 
the displays of the northern lights will be 
more than usualiy brilliant this year. These 
latitudea will probably be given more of 
them, and the aorthern skies will be re- 
splendent often this summer and fall. 


WHAT CARRINGTON AND HODGSON SAY,

@ar Cattle in Great Britain. 

The annual report of the directors of the 
Veterinary Department, issued by the 
British Board of Agriculture, has just been 
received here and contains a statement re- 
garding live stock in Canada. This state- 
ment is by the chief inspector, and it con. 
tains no evidence that there is pleuro- 
pneumonia in Canada. Suppositions are 
given the weight of evidence. The report, 
however, states “that there was no evi- 
dence before them (the board) that pleuro- 
poeumonia existed in Canada.” The report 
is as follows ; — 

The live stock of this country have always 
been found to be-remarkably free from con- 
tagious diseases. In the year 1851 4 cargo 
of animals arrived in the port of London 
from Halifax in which foot and mouth dis- 
ease was detected in a large proportion of 
the animals landed, but as foot-and-mouth 
disease did not exist in Canada other sources 
of infection were sought for,and it was sub- 
sequently ascertained that the vessel in 
which these animals were brought to this 
country had on the previous voyage carried 
cattle that was affected with the disease 
from the United States. Since 1861 no 
disease of any kind has been detected among 
Canadian cattle landed in this country, but 
an incident occurred in 1892 which muat be 
recorded, : 

On October 11th  telagram was received 
atthe Board of Agriculture from a well 
known and experienced veterinary inspector 
in the County of Fife reporting what he 
suspected to be a case of pleuro-pneumonia 
in hie district. Instryctions were given to 
him to slaughter the animals and forward 
the lungs to London. On examination it 
was observed that about one-third of the 
posterior partof both of the large lobes 
were swollen and solid to the touch, and 
that there was extensive pleuritic exud- 
ation over the diseased part, and on cuttin 
into the substance of the lungs the mark 
interlobular exudation, which is the moat 
promfhent lesion observed in contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia was revealed. The case 
was therefore treated in the ordinary way 
~—® travelling inspector was despate to 
the farm to carry out the slaughter of all 
the cattle that had been in contact, and to 
make the usual enquiries on the origin of 
the disease | animal 


In the course of his enquiries the travel- 

ling inspector ascertained that the animal 
which had been slaughtered was one ofa cargo 
of Canadian cattle which had been landed at 
Dundee on the 29th of September, where it 
was sold by auction, and subsequently re- 
moved on October 6th to the farm in Fife- 
shire. On arrival it was placed along with 
the home stock, but finding it unwell it was 
removed on the following day to another 
| farm for isolation. ‘The owner gave notice 
to the veterinary inspector of the district, 
who, after keeping the animal under obser- 
vation for two days, decided in his own 
mind that it was case of pleuro-pneu- 
monia, 

On the 22nd and 23rd of October farther 
cases of pleuro-pneumonia were reported 
of two other farms in the County of Fife ; 
the cattle were accordingly slaughtered, 
and found to present all the appearances 
which are observed in pleuro-pneamonia. 
Both these animals were of Canadian origin, 
and were alao purchased at Dundee on the 
and brought direct to these 
farms. 

From the extent of the lung involved and 
taken place in the 

atructure, it was evident that the disease 
had not been contracted since landing in 
this country, under these circumstances the 
board decided to trace and slaughter all the 
‘animals which were sold on the 6th of 
| October in the Mart of Dundee. This was 
_ carried out by the travelling inepectors,and 
| when slaughtering out the herd where the 
| first case was detected in Fifeshire district, 
evidence of the disease in the early stage 
| waa detected if a small portion in the centre 
|of one of the inngs of a home-bred beast 
| seventeen days after it had been in associa- 
tion with the diseased Canadian. 

The whole subject was carefully consid- 
ered by the board, and although there was 
evidence before them that the pleuro-pneu- 
monia actually existed in Canada, it was

A French Explorer. 

When, just twenty , Francia 
Garnier was closing at Hanoi be saventer- 
ous career, it might have been some solace 
for his disappointment had he been assured 
that, in a day not very far distant, France 
should be indebted to his initiative for an 
Indo-Chinese empire of some 15,000,000 
souls. If his widow is still alive, it is to 
hoped that the present Government will 
something to the slender pension which ite 
predecessor all but withheld from her. Per 
haps, however, it is doing Garnier'’s memory 
injustice to attribute to him sentiments ont 
of harmony with his highest aspirations, 
For, though the explorer of the Mekong 
was ® patriot, he was a man of science 
and not a filibuster, and his great aim waa 
to see France take the lead in opening for 
the world’s trade the two great com 
routes of Southeastern Asia. There has al- 
ready been given # brief sketch of the ex- 

ition which resulted in the discovery th at 

ththe Mekong and the Song- Koiare outlets 
for the traffic of the great province of Yun- 
nan and thus fors large region of South- 
ern China, In the year after Garnier's 
death (1874) ® treaty was concluded by 
which the King of Annam engaged to” 
conform his exterior policy to that ‘of 
France, to protect the Christians and to” 
pardon those of his subjects who had enliat- 
ed inthe French army. The Republic in 
turn promised His Majesty protection 
against his enemies, A French resident | 
was stationed at Hue, who soon had plenty 
of work, for the King of Annam left to his 
protectors the task of keeping in check the 
pirate flags of all colors that had established 
a reign of terror on the Song-Koi. It was 
only b ey experience that ts new- 
comers learned that, as to Europeans, Black 
or Yellow flag and Annamite were identi- 
cal. In 1876-7 the Red river (Song-Koi) 
was explored by Lieut. de Kergaredec, who. 
modified previous reports as to the volume 
of commerce that it would carry. Five 
years later Capt. Riviere lost his life in an 
ambush laid by Biack flags and their allies 
and action was taken hich was the start- 
ing point ota long struggle into which 
China was drawn and which all Europe 
watched with interest. Itisnoteworthy that 
Dr. Harmand, who, on Riviere’s defeat 
and desth, was appointed Comimiasioner- 
General in Tong-King, had hitherto been 
consul at Bangkok. He was a savant and 
explorer and the first to penetrate the_ 
mountain range that separated Annam 
from Cambodia and Siam. In none of the 
maps of that time, whether French or not, 
ws the right of Siam toa large region be- 
tween the Mekong and the mountains dis- 
puted. On the fall of Hue, the Annamites 
submitted, and Dr. Harmand aod Admiral 
Courbet set about arranging for another 
treaty. The most important clause in it 
was that Tu-Duc and aubjecta were de- 
barred from having diplomatic relations 
with any other power, not excepting China, 
which had hitherto exercised quasi-suzerain 
powers over the country. Even before the 
conclusion of the treaty, Li Hong cease 
who had command of the Chinese troops 
the province bordering on the seat of war, 
had occasion to utter remonstrance and 
warning. A period of diplomatic negotia 
tion followed the close of which found Ad- 
miral Courbet and the Chinese forces face 
to face at Bac-Ninh and Sontay. The

In Place of Coat, 

Who could have believed, a hundred 
years ago, that by studying the sun we 
should be able to learn semething of the 
condition of thingsin the earth deep under 
our feet? Yetin every advance in our 
knowledge of the sun teaches us something 
about our own planet, for all the bodies 
forming the solar system are evidently 
made up of the same materials and differ 
only tn their present condition, and in the 
comparative abundance and arrangement 
of the materials of which they consist, 

Iron, for instance, exists both in the earth 
and in the sun, buton the earth iron is a 
hard, tough substance, while on the sun it 
is @ glowing vapor forming incandescent 
clouds, This contrast of condition arises 
from the immense difference in temperature 
between the earth and the sun, 

Yet with all this difference there are 
some resemblances. ‘The sun and the earth 
are both practically spherical in shape, and 
the earth is evidently only a small, cooled 
offor frozen sun, The san has a shell of 
glowing metallic clouds ; the earth has a 
sholl of solid,opaque rocks and metals, 

In the case of the sun we can see, with 
the sid of the spectroscope, in about what 
order some of the constituents of its shell 
are placed; but we can oaly scratch the sure 
face of the earth, and we know, by direct 
observation, far lesa of the order in which 
the deeper parts of its crust are laid down, 
Here, however, the study of the sun comes 
in to help ua in the study of the earth. 

On the sun metallic elements abound un- 
derneath the lighter substances forming the 
upper or outer portions of its incandescent 
shell, There is reason to think that a simi- 
lar order prevails in the cruat of the earth, 
and that deep down beneath the surface, if 
we could penetrace there, we should find a 
much larger proportion of the heavier meials 
than we find near the surface. 

This probability really forms the practical 
basis of one of the boldest and moat interest- 
ing speculations of modern acience. Doctor 
Mendelieff, the great Russian chemist, be- 
lieves that petroleum is constantly being 
formed deep in the earth through the action 
of water leaking down from above upon the 
highly heated carbides of ntetals existing 
there, 

If this is so, the fact is of the ntmost im- 
portance to man, because petroleum is be- 


ginning to be used, in some quarters, in the | 
place of coal. Some of She stores of coal in the gcene 


earth are evidently approaching exhaustion, 
and if the supply of petroleum is also limit- 
ed, then its sudstitution for coal can only 
mean an eking out of the store of mechanic- 
al energy that nature has provided for ua, 

On the other hand, it Doctor Mendclief 
is right, and pstroleum is constantly form. 
ing, it will only be necessary to penetrate 
deep enough Into the earth to reach the 
deposits of petroleum actually coming into 
existence there, in order to have at com- 
mand an unlimited supply of fuel for all the 
engines of the world, 

Already men of practical experience in 
engineering operations are beginning to 
discuss the possibility of making borings in- 
to the earth far deeper than any that have 
yet been undertaken, for the purpose of

No other 
construction of the act is possible, seeing 
that as an instrument of coercion against 
Siam a blockade was valueless, almost no 
Siamese vessels being engaged in foreign 
commerce. The actual loss, therefore, to 
feared from an interruption of trade with 
Siam, was but an inadequate measure of 
the injury tobe apprehended wherever and 
whenever the French Government might 
—— opportunity of expressing its ill. 
wi 

It needed but a little reflection on the 
true purport of the blockade business to con. 
vince the English am that their former 
sympathy for France. had been ill-apprecia- 
ted ; and that, if they needed assistance in 
repelling an encroachment on their rights, 
they could find it in Germany, whose in- 
terests were likewise threatened, The 
notion which, for some days, at all eventa, 
was acted on by the French Foreign Office, 
that a blockade can be enforced against 
neutrals in the absence of a declaration of 
War, Was one, which, as a matter of fact 
would subject German traders in Bangkok 
to considerable loss, and which, as a matter 
of theory, no commercial nation could pos- 
sibly accept. Communications accordingly 
took ese between London and Berl, 
with the result, as it is generally believed, 
that England was backed by Germany in 
the declaration to the French Foreign Office, 
that the enforcement of the pretended block- 
ade of Siam against a single British vessel 
would be construed as an act of war, 
Sach a notification was, of course, effectual, 
and the requisite assurances were given 
that the blockade should be a farce, 
being confined to Siamese vessels, which 
are practically non-existent, But, al- 
though there is no longer any dan- 
ger of war from the foolish proclamation of 
an unlawful blockade, the moral conse- 
quences of the incident will be lasting and 
momentous, The eagerness of the French 
Government, which in this respect, did but 
refleot the temper of the French people to 
do England an ill turn, has been unmis- 
takably revealed, and a ee feeling of 
distrust and animosity has been kindled in 
the English mind, On the other hand, the 
promptness with which Germany came for-

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BOOTCH CATTLEMEN , 
Tath ef the Srickh Government's Artien 
te @het.teg @at Canadian Animate. 


All the anxiety because of the refusal of 
the British Government to allow Canadian 
cattle to enter Scotland is mot on the part 
of the Canadian shipper, as will be seen 
from the following remarks on the subject 
by Mr. James Weir, Lanark, Scotland, and 
J. Smith, M. D., a graduate of Edinburgh 
University, who are at present guests at 
the Queen's hotel. Mr. Weir, who visits 
America for the purpose of acting as judge 
of cattie at the Chicago Fair, speaking to 
an Empire reporter one evening, said that 
it was a great mistake to prohibit the entry 
of Canadian vattle into Scotland and that 
the prohibition would result in a great loss 
to thousands of Scotch people. It was a 
mistake tor more reasons than one. In the 
first place the commissioners, acting under 
Mr. Gardner, while quite honest in the mat- 
ter, had made a mistake when they had 
said that the cattle found diseased were the 
victims of an infectious disease. Prof. 
Williams, of the New Veterinary College, 
Edinburgh, and one of the acknowledged 
eatile experts of Europe, maintained that 
the pleuro-pneumonia detected in the Cana- 
dian cattle was not infectious. Mr, Weir, 
who has made a careful rtudy of the case 
that the commissioners reported on, was of 
the same opinion. They had been killing 
the cattle for months and had only discov- 
ered one case that 

APPEARED SUSPICIOUS. 

Mr. Weir's experience was that, where 
three or four thousand animals were killed, 
there would always be a few that would 
show weak lungs and appear suspicious, 
while, as in the Canadian case, there might 
be no infectious disease. Take for instance 
the milch cows in Scotland that have been 
milking for seven oreight years. A large 
centage of them would be affected in the 
leven, but their disease would not be infec- 
While it was a great mistake to 
the importation of Canadian cattle, 
under the circumstances the Government 
could not properly be blamed, They had 
eppointed officers, thought to be compet- 
ent, to inspect the cattle, and these 
men had reported a case that vas no 
doubt suspicions. The trouble was that 
roper men had not been selected to exam- 
ine the cattle. What wae wanted was 4 pro- 

r jury of experts to sit on such cases, So 
Lapeetnn’ a matter should not be left in the 
hands of the Government officials who were 
liable to be careless and thea,when the mis- 
take was discovered, in order to save them- 
selves, stick toit’throagh thick and thin 
that they were right. The effect of keeping 
Canadian cattle out would be that ‘* store” 
cattle would advance in price and the work- 
ing classes of Scotland would suffer.

To allow a calf or cow to be torment- 
ed by lice, ora lamb or a sheep to bejeaten 
alive by ticks, even thought it is due to 
oversight or n is-certainly cruel. No 
man who is y kind to his animals, will 
allow them to remain infested with these 
Another reason, less sentimental, but 
which many farmers will consider more 
tical than the one above noted, wh 
ve atock owners should not allow parasites 
remain upon their animals ia found in 
the fact that the keeping of such parasites 
involves « large, permanent, ynd conatant- 
ly increasing expense. Just how much it 
costa to keep young cattle and cows cover- 
ed with lice, cannot be told. One writer 
has estimated it at five dollars per head for 
the season during which the stock is kept 
in the barn. This isa heavy expense, but 
it is probably a good deal below the amount 
_ ofthe actual damage which the parasites 
inflict. On young cattle, lice are even more 
injurious than they are on mature stock. 
Thia, because the parasites not only lower 
‘\he tone of the system, but, they also pre- 
tthe growth of the animal. A lousy 
ealf will not be, and cannot be, a fine and 
thritty calf, and, if not epeedily relieved 
of its itie fowa, it will never reach the 
size w it might otherwise have attained. 
Being infested with lice will certainly 
check its wth; and an animal once 
stunted, will never be as valuable as it was 
once possible that it should become. Lousy 
stock that is being fattened will take on 
flesh slowly, as the lice have to be fed as well 
as the animale; and a good deal of food that 
should be more profitably used, goes to the 
i of the parasites. The constant 
po aot caused by the lice, will also groatly 
retard the fattening — Cows that 
are giving milk, are injured by lice still 
more than animals that are being fattened. 
To horses these tes are terribly an- 
noying; they are detrimental to pigs, and 
are extremely injurious to fowls. In short, 
upon all classes of domestic animals, lico are 
an unmitigated nuisance. 
. Ticks on sheep and lambs are even more 
oes than are lice on cattle and calves. 
any asheep has lost its life from a com- 
plication of ills of which ticks were the chief 
esuse, and unnumbered lambs have been 
very seriously injured by these blood-thirsty 
foes. In flocks upon which ticks prevail 
there is probably a loss of not less than 
one dollar, and often a much larger 
#um, on each and every lamb sent to 
the butcher. The ticks prevent the 
early development of the lambs which, 
consequently, do not get large enough to 
sell until several weeks after they should 
be In marketable condition. When they 
are sold the price has fallen considerably 
from what it was at the time when they 
ought to have been ready for the market, 
There is, also, a good deal of loss in the 
point of weight. Lambs which are old 
enough, and have been fed well enough to 
have reached a weight of 69 pounds each, 
if they had been kept free from ticks, will 
not weigh more than 45 or 50 pounds if they 
. have been infested with these parasites. 
Still another evil will appear in the quality 
of the flesh which will be much inferior to 
what it would have been if the lambs had 
been free from ticks. Lambs that are kept 
for breedin — are also greatly in- 
jared by ticks, an sheep, for whatever use 
they are maintained, will yield only small 
returns if constantly preyed upon by psra- 
sites. In the case of each of the parasites 
named, prevention, though not always easy 
to secure, should always be attempted. 
The stock ough: tobe kept constantly in a 
thrifty condition, and contact with infested 
animals should be prevented if possible. 
Fowls should not be allowed in the stables 
and sheds in which horses and cattle are 
kept, and their roosts should not be in prox- 
imity to the pis pens. Stables, sheds, and 
pens shoald be kept clean, and everything

paper, and read them carefully ; agree with 
some, disagree with others; try ’ most all 
methods, and “thold fast to that which 
is good.” Ihave often thought that to 
reach and help the greatest number, would 
be to tell those who milk from one to six 
cows, strain the milk into gallon crocks, 
skin the cream intoa jar corresponding in 
size to the amount of milk obtained, churn 
in an old-fashioned dash churn, ‘* work” the 
butter ina wooden bowl with a wooden{ 
laddie, and all this work done by the wife 
or daughters, just how to make No, 1 but- 
ter. 

Now, ye dairymen, with your creameries 
ice houkes, swing churns, butter-workers, 
pass over this little piece of mine; it's not 
written for you. I know you advised break- 
ing the crocks, throwing away the churn, 
ete., but to many of us this would be worse 
than folly. Besides we can, and some of us 
do, make gilted-edged butter thus equip- 
ped. Iknow of no better way of telling now 
than minutely describing the modus oper- 
andi of one who does. 

Cleanliness and viose attention are actual 
necessities, You can not make good butter 
from milk brought from the bara with filth 
floating over it, nor from cream raised in 
sour, greasy crocks, set in a mouldy, damp 
cellar, charned in,a churnin whith butter- 
milk stands from one churning to another. 
I use the common tin strainer, over the bot- 
tom of which thin hoop muslin cloth, four 
double, is held by atin hoop. Skim with a 
long-handled tin skimmer, direct into the 
cream jar, and there thoroughly etirred 
every time more cream is added, which is 
three times a day, for at our house sweet 
milk makes @ much relished drink for din- 
ner and supper. 

Right here let me say I have tried raising 
cream with the crocks covered and uncover- 
edand I never had any ‘* leather apron” | 
cream, as described some time ago, and [ 
can’t imagine how it is procured unless the 
milk is left —t too long (which should | 
never be over 36 hours, better 24), or set | 
where a current of air passes directly over 
the milk. But in skimming, to be sure of 
getting all the floating cream, also to dilute 
the cream so the butter and milk will mcre 
readily separate, | always dip as much silk 
as cream. Caurning should be done at least 
taree times a week ; if I had not cream suf- 
ficient I'd add more milk. As soon as a 
churning is collected I bring the jar to the 
kitchen, add about a gill of buttermilk to

above the best way I know, and appears to 
give entire satistaction to the customers. 
Where is the woman who doesn’t like to 
have her efforts appreciated ? You will know 
I felt complimented while in the store 
recently, when the clerk called me by name 
and one of the first ladies of the city intro- 
duced herself, saying: ‘‘We use your 
butter and esjoy it so much I have longed 
to meet you.” I did not take that as flat- 
tery, which I detest, butas candid apprecia- 
tion,

A Deserved Tribute. 

One of the handsomesc and at the same 
time most deserved tributes to the excel- 
lence of our banking system that we have 
ever come across is given by that influential 
and important paper, the Detroit Free Press, 
which on Monday said :

The en- 
tire banking businezs of the Dominion is 
conce airetet in a few hands only, so that it 
may be said that there are not more than a 
half dozen different institutions in the whole 
country. All the provincial banks, or rather 
country banks, are branch concerns of the 
parent houses in the principal financial 
centers of the Dominion— Montreal, Toron- 
to, Quebec, Hamilton, Thus the Canadian 
banks have the advantage of the conditions 
that are constantly being sought to be real- 
ized in this country. In times of danger, 
they do not merely come together and 
** stand by one another,” but they are one 
already, possessing all the strength of unity. 
The banks of Windsor and Chatham, for in- 
stance, have behind them thetinancial power 
of the whole Dominion. In our own larger 
cities, we seek to realize this same condition 
as far possible through the communion of 
the clearing houses and especially the 
system of clearing house certificates, but we 
cannot realize it so fully as it exists in 
Canada. But throughout our vast country, 
our banks are indep*ndent institutions and 
have to rely upon their own resources at al! 
times, When financial storms break, the 
enemy is divided and weak. It is one of 
the problems of our own finances to find a 
way by which the financial strength of the 
whole country may be placed at any given 
point where it is wanted at a moment's 
notice,

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An Important Biscerery, 


The discovery that the leaf of the pine- 
apple plant can be wrought into &. service. 
able cloth is one of those newly-fourd facta 
that are constantly proving how much there 
is yet to discover in nature, As the plant 
it extensively grown in Fiorida a new in- 
dustry in time will spring up there, and the 
producers of the delicious pineapple will 
have a new source of profit at reir com- 
mand. Rut it does not speak well for the 
boasted inventive genins of ouf American 


| friends that pineapple fiber cloth has been 


manufactured for some time in Central 
A.werica, and that it is now an article of 
export. This is, however, only one of the 
discoveries made in recent. years by which 
Waste material is being utilized. It would 
puzzle any one but an expert to go into a 
store to-day and tell from what material a 
percentage of the goods are manufactared. 
‘irass, timber, sawdust and other products 
that were once rejected as useless are now 
saved and put to practical use. The Hol- 
landera have even discovered how to convert 
the peat from bogs into soft wools which 
can - spun intocloth, rugs and blankets at 
half the cost theve yoods can be made from 
wool grown on the sheep's back. Such a 
discovery ought to open before Ireland and 
some other countries the prospect of a great 
industry which will increase their prosper- 
ity and commercial importance, A gener- 
ation ago there was hardly a mill 
of any kind that was not troubled witha 
heap ofrabbish or waste material that it 
did not kuow what to do with. Silk man- 
ufacturers saw the rise of this heap with 
annoyance and they took itas a favor if any 
one would cart it away and use it asa fertil- 
iver. An English inventor guessed at the 
possibilities in this pile of refuse and-set 
about inventing machinery to utilize it. 
And to-day as a resalt of his foresight and 
genius 10 persons’ are employed in mak- 
ing the finest seal plushes, ribbons and vel- 
vets from the refuse piles of silk mills and 
the inventor has grown rich. The cotton 
seed oil industry isa better know illus. 
tration of economizing waste, but the di- 
mensions to which the industry has grown 
are notso generally known. The annual 
product in oil, cake, lint and hulle from 
cotton seed, which a generation ago was al- 
lowed to rot, is $27,000,000, and it could be 
made greater if there was a market for the 
product. The great decrease in the price 
ot paper comes from the discovery that 
nearly everything that grows can be turned 
into this useful article, Cotton stalks, 
tobacco stalks, the stalks of the sugar cane, 
corn husks and sawdust that used. to cum- 
ber the ground are now made into cigarette 
wrappers, water pails, car wheels and even 
buildings for temporary purposes. The 
once despised sawdust can be used in still 
qther ways. From it can. be extracted 
alcohol, acids and dyes, ‘The extraction of 
dyes from coal tar and the retuse of refined 
petroleum have fora dozen years been one 
of the wondera of the chemist’s art, but 
they are not the only things that are ob- 
tained from coal, and science is constantly 
widening the list. The slag of furnaces is 
now turned into asbestos, cement, pottery 
and firebrick, and when pulverized becomes 
a base for paints, The refus¢ from woolen 
mills, which has contaminated so many 
streams, has beenfound to be valuable for 
the oil it contains, and its extraction will 
not only profitthe inventor bat do away 
with a nuisance. The progress made in 
utilizing waste material is probably only a 
beginning of what will be done in this way. 
There should, in fact, be no waste, and * 
t 
should be an instructive lesson to those pes- 
simists who imagine that the facilities at 
the command of man have been put to their 
best use and that no further development 
is possible, It is more probable that 
the resources of nature are as yet only under- 
stood in the crudest way, and that in a mas- 
tery over these forces lies the advancement 
of the human race, 
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Valuable Horses, 


America is happy. Ancrica possesses 
the two highest-priced thoroughbred horses 
the world has ever known. The one, imp.St. 
Blaise, Derby winner of 1883, was bought 
by Mr. Chas. Reed, of Tennessee, three 
years ago fora plump $100,000, while the 
other Orinonde, the invincible, winner of 
all his races, was purchased of a Buenos 
Ayrean, to whom he had been sold by the 
Duke of Westminiser, for $150,000 by Mr, 
W.B. McDonough, of California. Before he 
originally left Eagland, Ormonde won in 
stakes and purses $140,099 for the Duke of 
Westminister and as his grace sold him for 
370,000, this one animal netted his owner 
and breeder no less than $210,9C0, while 
Senor Boucan, of Buenos Ayres, after de- 
ducting expenses of shipment, keep and 
issurance made‘a profit out of the noble 
beast of a sum equal to the amount he paid 
for him, the aforesaid $70,000. We thus 
have a huge fortune of $250,009 
derived from one horse to say nothing 
of the moncy inade in bets by his 
backers, which would doubtless equal as 
much more, bringing the total up to nearby 
$600,000 as the winnings of and through the 
great Ormonde. His magnificent lineage 
pales before so great an achievement, He 
was sold by the Duke of Westminster be. 
cause he roared, but it is thought that de- 
fect will not affect his usefulness in Amer- 
ica, as Prince Chariie, a roarer in England, 
produced on this continent the mighty 
Salvator, the monarch of American 
thoroughbreds and a horse as sound in every 
particular as was ever footed. Other 
English roarers have been converted into 
American sires with a like result, none, or 
few of their otfapring being tainted in the 
wind,

There is a general idea that the presi- 
dent’s salary of $50,000 a year ia all that he 
receives, and that when compared with the 
salaries paid the sovereigns of Europe the 
sum is notenough. This isa mistake. In 
addition to his salary the president receives 
356,064 to pay the salaries of his clerks and 
subordinates. His private secretary has 
23,259, his assistant secretary $2,259, the 
stenographer gets $1,800, each of five mes- 
sengers $1,200, the steward $1,500, each of 
the two doorkeepers $1,200, while other 
employes are paid in proportion down to 
the man who takes care of the fires, who 
receives £864. In addition $8,000 is allow- 
ed for incidentals, such as stationery and 
carpets ; $12,500 for repairs and refurnish- 
ing, 2,500 for fuel, $4,000 for the green.

The cooleat cornor I have been able to 
find in the White (ity is the Forestry build- 
ing. Close to the ceaseless lapping of the 
waves on the shore of Lake Michigan,in the 
extreme south-eastern part of the Park, 
there is always a grateful breeze playi 
through ite piney por:als, Reaatifully sita- 
ated, it is one of the moat unique and inter. 
esting buildings of the World's Fair, both 
for its syle of architecture and the highly 
attractive exhibite it contains, Rastss in 
design and detail the forestry building is 
probably the moat expensive of that ic- 
whar kind ever snnetad is America. It cost 
$100,000, The aides are made of alaba with 
the bark removed. There is a wide veran- 
~dah encircling the whole Suilding, the col- 
umns of which, supporting the roof, are all 
of varied tree trunks. They are banched in 
groups of three,one of whieh will be from 16 
to 20 inches in diametér and the other two 
companions small, Theyare all 25 feet im 
height and neatly labaled. The dimensions 
of the building are 528 by 208 feet. Inahde 
are all sorta of wast both in the rough apd 
manufactured state from every clime— 
mountain, seashore, river-bottom, 
and jungle have all contributed to 
play.

The central exhibit ia the building is « 
ran’ pyramid built of specimens of wood 
rom all over the world, Verily it a unie 
versal congress ot blocks. California's can- 
tribution, a eutting 14 ft, in diameter of red 
wood, 475 years old when Columbus landed 
under the scant shade of the palm trees ab 
San Salvador, forms the base of 
the pyramid. -Around and upon it 
are grouped ching-chang from Siam, 
bamboo from Japan, teak-wood from 
India, birchwood from Oataris and speci 
mens from all other countries, And there 
isa real, sure enough axe in a glass case 
that figures as a sort of frontispiece to this 
wonderful wood-grouping in the central 
exhibit. It is Gladstone's axe, the very 
axe the Grand Old Man used in cutting out 
the undergrowth at Hawarden when ia 
training to knock out Salisbury in the politi- 
cal arena. 

Some of the specimens in the exhibits at- 
tract special attention. There is a mam- 
moth red wood plank 16 ft. 5 in. wide, 12 
ft. Vin. long, Sinches thick, cut froma Cali- 
fornia tree 3 feet in diameter and sup 
to be 1,500 yearsold. A beautiful carved 
door made of teak wood from Britiah India 
is much admired and a very large birch 
knot from Peterboro’ county, Ontario, at- 
tracta no end of attention. There are col- 
Isctions of wood from 25 of the states repre- 
senting numberless varieties of forest 
a, sixteen foreign nations, and 31 in- 
dividual exhibitors, domestic and forei 
and amoag them the Province of On . 
make a very creditable showing and withal 
a very practical one. The Ontario section 
is on the main aisle south of the Dominion 
court and occupies a floor space of 1,000 
square fect. It is fronted by a handsome 
Corinthian archway over which is the sign 
“Ontario” in large gold letters, 

The whole is surmounted by Canadian 
flags and emblems. The Ontario exhibit 
tends to show the splendid forest resources 
of the Province in a manner that arouses 
the greatest interest, especially amo: 
practical lumbermen, builders, wood an 
cago a ru are 66 exhibits 
in the log an uared blocks, com n 
all the velusbia. aaeda such as ot tae 
spruce, oak, ash, beech, maple, birch, ete,, all 
neatly arrayedand relieved at intervals with 
sample boards, beautifully polished. An 
attractive feature is a case of polished 
wood specimens sent by the Hon A. 3, 
Hardy, commiesioner of Crown Landa, 
some thirty different kinds of wood being 
represented. A pyramid of clocks orna- 
mented with carved Indian hunting seenes 
from D.S, Hill, of the Six Nations lodiana, 
also attracts much attention, 

There are particularly fine specimens of 
black cherry and white pine. Mr. Geo. 
Harte, of Salt Fleet, Ont, is the vy 
efficient and corteous superintendent . of 
this section. Mr.i{Matthew Goetz, who is 
here to meet and interest German visitors 
to the exposition, is a valuable acquisition 
to the staff of the Ontario commissioa. The 
other 2,000 feet of space allotted to Canada 
is divided between Quebee, British Columbia 
and the North West Territories. The Do- 
minion has a large collection of photographs 
of living trees, contributed by the geographi- 
cal survey museum, Ottawa, ithe photo- 
graphs are shown in frames made of the 
wood represented in the picture. Chief 
Buchanan is said tohave expressed the 
opinion that the exhibit of commercial 
timber made by Ontario is the best in the 
building, However that may be as regards 
the fir woods, the birch beech, cherry and 
other fine hard wooda, capable of brilliant 
polish, cause great admiration. No less than 
G00 enquiries by letter hap already been 
received aa the ‘‘besat fruita of this wonder- 
ful display of Canadian woods, 

The value to the Dominion of this adver- 
tisement of its forest wealth will presently 
be appreciated at its true worth.
